has disposed of all his personally- 
owned stocks and securities and 
reinvested the proceeds in Gov- 
ernment bonds, the Post-Dispatch 
was told yesterday. The action 
was taken within the last 60 
days.

He intends to follow a similar 
course in the future and invest 
whatever money he receives dur- 
ing his term in the White House 
only in federal, state or munici- 
pal government bonds, it was 
said. 

Kennedy’s action is regarded 
as in line with his order to all 
those taking office in his admin- 
istration to avoid any financial 
conflict of interest. As a result, 
the privately-held estate of the 
an extremely 
wealthy man, is said to consist 
entirely of Government. bonds 
and real estate, such as his 
homes in Washington and in Hy- 
annisport, Mass. 


In addition, he shares with six 
brothers and sisters the proceeds 
from three irrevocable trust 
funds that provide him with an 
annual net income of approxi- 
mately $100,000 after federal in- 
come taxes have been paid. 

The President-elect will remain 
as a beneficiary of the trusts, 
which were established’ by his 


Kennedy Sr. The elder Kennedy 
is reputed to be one of the na- 
tion’s wealthiest men.

ordinances. 

The agreement, which would 
extend for a maximum period of 
30 years, would ‘provide that the 
transit companies operate with 
rates of fare dependent’ upon 

the excess of revenue after de- 
ductions for operating expenses, 
maintainance, taxes, allowances 
for renewal and replacement 
and a return of the value of the 
property used.”’ 

Taxes would be adjustable and 
fares would be scaled ‘‘so 
provide fixed maximal and mini- 
mal percentages of return on 
Capital investment.’ The resolu- 
tion provides that should a com- 
pany begin losing money, the 
agreememt would be ‘‘subject to 
immediate renegotiation.”’ 

Non-Political Marriage. 

Speaking in support the 
resolution, Cervantes referred to 
it aS ‘‘a non-political marriage 
between the city and our mass 
transportation system.” 

The proposal guarantees bet- 
ter service, Cervantes said. If 
profits exceed established max- 
imu! the excess will go into 
the service betterment fund.

St. Louis assesses unusually 
high taxes against public trans- 
portation, he added. In fact, he 
continued, “our transportation 
taxes are the highest in the 
United States.’’ Many cities have 
no gross receipts tax at all 
against transportation systems, 
‘“‘but Public Service Co. has to 
bear a $3,500,000 burden,” Kin- 
sey said. 


The city ownership plan advo- 
cated by Mayor Tucker has the 
advantage of placing ‘‘the entire

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Savings Inflow 
Up in November, 
League Reports 


The net savings inflow into 
Savings and loan associations 
continued at high levels through 
November, the United States 
Savings and Loan League re- 
ports. 

Net savings increased 23 per 
cent in the month, amounting 
to more than $600 million, com- 
pared with a net savings gain 
of $488 million in November of 
1959. It was the third consecu- 
tive month, the League said, in 
which net savings at savings 
associations exceeded $600 
million. 

So far in the first 1] months 
of 1960, the League reported, 
savings and loan associations 
have attracted a total of $6.3 
billion in new savings, 14 per 
cent more than in the compa- 
rable period of 1959. 

Home lending activity by sav- 
ings and loan _ associations 
amounted to $1,130,000 in No- 
vember, compared with $1,086,000 
in November 1959. While this 
represented a 4 per cent increase, 
the League noted that the cur- 
rent slump in home building got 
underway in November of last 
year. 

In the first 11 months of 1960, 
savings associations loaned $13.3 
billion for the purchase and 
building of homes, approximately 
7 per cent below last year’s 
comparable figure.

New Dangers in Laos 

Once more, a question arises as to how 
closely President Eisenhower is controlling 
American policy in an area of vital concern— 
this time. Laos. It seems incredible that he 
could have positively sanctioned the. transfer 
to Laos of “observation” planes which were 
immediately converted, apparently under 
American instruction, into bomber-fighters. 

With’ just one‘ week: of his. term left to 
serve. did Mr. Eisenhower really want to be 
responsible for introducing the first armed 
planes into Laos, and conducting the first air 
raids that unhappy land has witnessed? 

The consequences are incalculable. If the 
Communists. Russian or Chinese, choose to 
do so, they can reply in kind. That would 
convert a controllable, small-scale guerrilla 
war into something far more dangerous. We 
cannot believe that the President, who has 
iust assured Nehru of our peaceful intentions 
in Laos. would wish to create such a situation 
in the final days before turning over responsl- 
bility to his successor 

Yet if he is not actively controlling policy 
in Laos, he is permitting it to be developed 
by subordinates in his name, and he will bear 
the final responsibility whether he wishes to 
or not. He should take immediate steps to 
put those subordinates under wraps, before 
they freeze Laos into a war situation which 
the new Administration cannot untangle. 
Could that, one wonders, be their purpose? 

This question arises because there has al- 
ways been a good deal of mystery about the 
American adventure in Laos. Why has our 
government steadily undermined the Geneva 
agreement of 1954 which contemplated a neu- 
tral status for Laos? As the Post-Dispatch 
military analyst recently pointed out, Laos 
has no immediate strategic value which makes 
it a military position of great importance. 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff recommended 
against trying to maintain there an army of 
the size we are supporting—this was a politi- 
cal decision by the State Department. Is it 
also a political decision by the State Depart- 
ment to launch the first air raids, in clear vio- 
lation of the 1954 agreement? 

There may be precious little time; but some- 
body in Washington should take strong ac- 
tion to halt the worsening of the military sit- 
uation and to push for a political solution. 
Reports that the United States is now willing 
to accept a neutral supervisory commission 
composed of India, Indonesia and Burma are 
most welcome, but no commission at all can 
be set up if the fighting continues to be ex- 
panded. Premier Khrushchev has indorsed 
Cambodia’s proposal for a 14-nation confer- 
ence. That might be an unwieldy device for 
handling the crisis, but it would be better 
than continued expansion of the fighting. A 
strong initiative—from President Eisenhower 
himself—is needed to transfer the conflict 
to the conference table. 


A Very Feeble Conference 

The futility and frustration in which the 
White House Conference on Aging has come 
to an end is a fitting closer to the spate of 
such conferences on matters already over-dis- 
cussed and under-acted-upon which has been 
a special mark of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. Like the White House Conference 
on Education fiasco four years ago, the Con- 
ference on Aging was divided into so many 
groups, each an island unto itself, that effec- 
tive discussion and concerted conclusions 
were impossible. 

The conference suffered the ignominy of 
not even being able to vote on the principal 
problem confronting it—prepaid medical care 
for the elderly. By the time the 1475 delegates 
got round to it so many of them had left that 
there did not appear to be the two thirds re- 
maining to make a quorum. One of the ma- 
jor groups opposed Social Security health in- 
surance was ordered by the general chairman 
to drop its opposition because that phase of 
the issue had been excluded from the agenda, 
and nevertheless wound up hewing pretty 
close to the American Medical Association 
line. By a striking coincidence the chairman 
of this major group was A.M.A. President 
Leonard Larson. 

These are certainly not the methods of 
democratic discussion. They spring from the 
attitude of mind that it is better to have no 
ideas at all than to have some which might 
possibly get out of hand. We entertain the 
hope that, come Jan. 20, talk will no longer 
be substituted endlessly for action; and that 
when it is essential as a prelude to action, 
it will be as daring as free discussion always is. 


Home Rule for the County 


St. Louis county could cure most of the 
pain arising from its’explosive urbanization 
if it had a minimum of freedom to write the 
necessary prescription and then to pay for 
it. At the moment the county can do neither. 
Its hands are tied by unnecessary restrictions 
of a Missouri Constitution drafted when the 
county was still largely a back bedroom of 
St. Louis. 

In short, what the county badly needs is 
“home rule’’—substantive home rule, not the 
highly restrictive variety it now must put up 
with. This will require several changes in 
the State Constitution, by far the most im- 
portant being the right, by Charter amend- 
ment, to handle on a county-wide basis those 
services that cannot be handled satisfactorily 
by the 98 municipalities acting on their own. 
A bill submitting such an amendment has 
been offered by State Representatives F. Neil 
Aschemeyer and Peter J. J. Rabbitt, county 
Democrats. It deserves whole hearted sup- 
port from everyone who wants good public 
services at reasonable prices. 

What could the county do with this authori- 
ty if it had it? University City’s Mayor Na- 
than B. Kaufman has long understood the 
problem, and he has suggested that traffic 
control is a county-wide function, as might 
be such services as water and water-pollution 
prevention, sewage disposal, roads, libraries. 
parks and—most importantly—land use. Hap- 
pily, Council Chairman Grantham also under- 
stands the need and is in a position to help 
persuade the county’s legislative delegation 
to meet it. 

Police protection also is a function that 
must be handled on an area-wide basis. Two 
other Constitutional proposals that would help 
advance this aim have been offered by Rep. 
Aschemeyer and a bipartisan group of county 
legislators. But without the additional en- 
abling authority of the Aschemeyer-Rabbitt 
bill the county would have no effective au- 
thority to set minimum standards for police 
performance in each of the communities. Ade- 
quate police protection in the county as a 


“ 
whole’ will be difficult to provide when a 
great many communities, as at present, suffer 
from substandard municipal forces or try to 
get by with none at all. 

A corollary need that also must be satisfied 
involves the ability to levy taxes sufficient to 
pay for county-wide services. This will re- 
quire a State Constitutional amendment lift- 
ing the 35-cent tax ceiling to:a:more realistic 
figure. It will do no good to get permission 
to take on new services if there is ng legal 
way to pay for them. 


Branch or Junior College? 

With college enrollments creeping inevita- 
bly upward, expanded higher education is a 
major problem for the Missouri Legislature. 
Gov. Dalton has recommended regional jun- 
ior colleges. One of the first bills introduced 
would create a branch of the State University 
in the St. Louis area, which produces a third 
of the university's students. 

This bill by Representative Robert Young 
of St. Ann makes a good deal of sense. The 
need for higher educational facilities will 
double within a decade; support for higher 
education is primarily the state’s responsi- 
bility. So it would be reasonable to bring 
the state university to the St. Louis area, 
which is sadly lacking in adequate public 
schooling beyond the high school. 

The only question is,-will the bill make 
sense to a rural-dominated Legislature? And 
if St. Louis gets a university branch, what 
about Kansas City? And where will the 
money come from, especially when the uni- 
versity at Columbia needs far better support 
to make it the outstanding school it deserves 
to be? 

If the- Legislature does not act on this bill, 
Gov. Dalton’s plan offers a desirable alterna- 
tive in the form of regional junior colleges, 
presumably with some state support. Harris 
Junior College here and six junior colleges 
elsewhere now are locally supported. It is 
estimated that if the pupil, the college district 
and the state each paid one third of the cost, 
the state’s share would come to about $200 
per pupil. 

This is a fair arrangement, and one which 
should be acceptable to Missourians outside 
of St. Louis. A St. Louis district junior col- 
lege would not be a substitute for a full state 
college, but it could provide new local educa- 
tional opportunities, at a cost within reach 
of local students, and at a cost within reach 
of the state treasury. Moreover, a junior col- 
lege could be converted into a state unl- 
versity branch whenever the state was ready 
to support it. 

If the state will not give the St. Louis area 
a branch college, the area’s legislators ought 
to seek state permission and modest help so 
St. Louis can begin the project itself. 


Disorder in Georgia 

It is a tragically ironic commentary that 
the two Negro students at the University of 
Georgia have been indefinitely suspended for 
the riots of which they have been the vic- 
tims, while the instigators of this apparently 
planned hoodlumism remain unpunished and 
violence continues, apparently against the 
will of the majority of the 7000 students. 

Surely the authorities in Georgia are not 
as impotent as they appear to be to make 
law and order prevail. The arrest, prompt 
trial and strict punishment of whatever or- 
ganization, organizations or persons may be 
manipulating the strings of disorder from 
behind the scenes could have a most salutary 
effect. Whether it did or not, it is the only 
way to stop the contemptuous abuse which 
is being given to legal processes. 

Indications have already appeared that the 
Ku Klux Klan is involved through distribu- 
tion of its printed matter. In a town the 
size of Athens it should not be a very diffi- 
cult police problem to ferret out the persons 
primarily responsible, yet so far only a few 
students have been arrested, and ‘they are 
probably the marionettes rather than the 
pullers of the strings. 

Georgia thinks highly of its sovereignty. 
The shameful and prolonged disorders at Ath- 
ens constitute a challenge to it to show that it 
knows the duty of a state to uphold the law 
and order when local police authority appears 
to be inadequate—and that it means to dis- 
charge it. 


Interesting While It Lasted 


The latest from Moscow is that the Central 
Committee of the Soviet Communist Party 
is in quite a twit about the inadequacy: of 
Russian farm production. Even Pravda ad- 
mits that while “successes are considerable 
and unquestionable, we still have much to 
do.” And for Pravda that comes close to re- 
porting famine in the land. 

50, considering the surpluses which Secre- 
tary Freeman will be taking over from Sec- 
retary Benson, might it not be smart for the 
new Secretary to get in touch with the proper 
commissar and strike a good bargain? 

Or would that be coexistence? Or might 
it even be collaboration? Oh, it was just a 
passing notion. 


The Filibuster Aside 


The Senate’s 50 to 46 vote referring the 
anti-filibuster issue to the Rules Committee 
is a blow to the hopes of liberal Senators, as 
they protest, but it is not a serious blow to 
a liberal legislative program. 

Majority Leader Mansfield shelved the argu- 
ment over new rules for limiting debate with 
narrow help from both parties. He also 
promised to try to revive the issue later in the 
session. That is unlikely to do much good. 
If the anti-filibuster bloc could not raise a 
simple majority vote now, to win a new rule, 
they could hardly expect to raise a two thirds 
vote when the old rule on cloture will be in 
effect. 

Yet it would have been a mistake for the 
liberal group to let a rules skirmish délay 
more important decisions in the legislative 
battle. The filibuster dispute had held up 
work since the Senate convened Jan. 3. Sen- 
ator Mansfield moved to shelve it so Presi- 
dent-elect Kennedy would have the opportu- 
nity, which a new President certainly de- 
serves, to present his program to a working 
Congress.

What is required above all is a settled 
status for Laos, and there can be no 
settled status unless it is acceptable 
by the Americans, the Chinese, and 
the two Vietnams. 

The only way in which such a settle- 
ment can be reached is by negotia- 
tion, and that is why representatives 
of these governments should meet 
again as they did in Geneva six*years 
ago. In addition to the countries rep- 
resented then, Thailand also, as a 
deeply interested neighbor, has claim~ 
to a place. The obstacle to a reSumpz-... 
tion of the Geneva conference is that 
the Communist countries are pressing 
for it and the United States Goverfi- 
ment shows not the remotest sign-of 
agreeing. ' 

What are the causes of its opposie 
tion? Because it does not like coun- 
tries shooting their way to the con- 
ference table? But most of the shots 
until just before Christmas were with 
American ammunition.. Because it 
does not like talking with the Chinese 
Government: anyway? But such talks 
will have to come sooner or later, and 
the longer they are postponed the 
more probable and the more serious 
will be crises like the present one. 
Because the Communist negotiaters 
will try to weaken American positions 
of strength outside Laos? Of course 
they will; such is negotiation. 


In particular they may have a lot to 
say about Vietnam, Where, they may 
argue, the Geneva agreements have 
no more been observed than in Laos. 
It is up to the Americans to counter 
that accusation, but they can justly 
point out that Communist rule in the 
North has made unification impossible 
(this answer is not applicable to 
Laos). Whatever the reasons for their 
refusal, we cannot expect the present 
United States Administration to re- 
verse course so suddenly as to go 
back to Geneva. 


Fortunately, however, an uncom- 
mitted Administration is soon coming 
in, and perhaps arguments about the 
recall of the control commission will 
keep the various parties talking until 
then.

The New Films 


Heart-warming Story, Fine Acting 

TO SAY a production isa good family picture is virtually 
the kiss of death in these days of off-beat, shocking, sexy, 
sordid or what-have-you films. But I will have to brand “THE 


- BUNDOWNERS,” at the FOX THEATER, as a family picture 


and a fine one, sure to be one of the best 
films of this year. It is for the family and 
about a family, a movie that dares to’ be 
sentimental, to have affection for its people 
and compassion for and understanding of 
their weaknesses, to find vitality and humor 
in humble lives, to be adult and earthy and 
still be wholesome, to be realistic without 
SO stay away in droves, public, and write letters

Fred Zinnemann, one of the best directors in the business. 
produced this in Australia with infinite attention to local color 
and authenticity, and directed it with his usual sensitivity and 
understanding. Isobel Lennart wrote an absorbing script from 
Jon Cleary’s novel about a likeable, rough-hewn Irish-Aus- 
tralian sheep drover who loves his wife and 14-year-old son,

Paddy Carmody is no lily. He ones on a binge when he 
gets into town, he gambles, he is selfish about his freedom 
and he shuns responsibility. But he is steady in the long run, 
works hard and is devoted to his little family, which travels 
with him in a horse-drawn wagon, sleeping in the wagon and 
a tent. Robert Mitchum, under Zinnemann’s exacting direction, 
does the best acting job of his career as this rugged, outgoing 
man of the open. 

Paddy’s wife, Ida, is not the noble type. She complains 
quite a bit and is shrill and earthy, and a bit of a scold, but 
she is intensely loyal, loving and has a sense of humor. 
Deborah Kerr plays her wonderfully well. That Miss Kerr has 
managed not to seem a lady is quite an acting triumph, but 
dowdy as she is, | am afraid she has essaved the impossible 
in attempting to appear plain. She does the role with deep 
insight, with “heart.” 

Michael Anderson Jr., is the son. a shv but thoroughly nice 
lad who longs for a settled existence. There are two gems of 
character acting in the playing by-Peter Ustinov as a robust, 
philosophical, well-educated English remittance man. who is 
‘also quite a wanderer, and joins the little family in a sheep- 
drive and becomes their fast friend, and in the handling by 
Glynis Johns of the part of a cheery, buxom keeper of a 
small hote! 

The story line is slight. It is about how the wife works to 
try to get her footloose husband to earn enough money as a 
sheep-shearer to buy a pretty little farm and settle down, the 
rise and fall of their luck, their small triumphs and disappoint- 
ments. Nothing much dramatically. Just heart-warming, touch- 
ing and absorbing, an opportunity to know some people and 
gee inside them 

Before he left for Australia to do this picture, Mr. Zinne- 
mann told me he was going to have to compromise on the 
Australian accent, to have enough of it for realism. yet not 
have it so heavy as to be not easily understandable to or 
distasteful to American audiences. The actors, especially Miss 
Kerr, have managed this quite well. 

The Pipes of Pan 

JEAN RENOIR, like Sean O'Casev, evidently believes in 
the joys of nature and damnation to the priggish. That is 
the message of a charmingly haphazard and disorganized 
French film, “PICNIC ON THE GRASS,” which Renoir wrote. 

produced and directed, and which is show- 
ing at the APOLLO ART. 
Himself the son ot a famous painter, 
Renoir has taken his title (in French) from 
the painting by Manet, a contemporary of 
his father, called ‘‘Le Dejeuner sur |'Herbe,”’ 
which was considered shocking in 1863 
Warning us he is going to indulge in non- 
sense, he gives us a set of lopsided characters who behave, 
once they get up steam, with cheerful insanity. 

A famous scientist (Paul Meurisse) is running for the 
presidency of Europe on a program of improving the human 
breed by having all children produced by artificial insemina 
tion, carefully planned. He is engaged to his cousin, a cold 
beauty who is leader of the Girl Scouts and firmly opposes 
sex in marriage. The family, which includes two drug manu- 
facturers who are going to make a fortune out of the insemina- 
tion program, goes for a picnic in the country, an affair avidly 
covered by. the press. 

The ladies don’t believe in eating because it will mar their 
figures and it's a stuffy affair indeed until a salty old Pan, a 
goatherd lounging on the steps of the ruins of a temple to the 
goddess Diana, plays on his flute and blows up a mighty wind. 
Then everyone goes berserk with bacchanalian revelry in imi- 
tation of the ancient fertility rites once held in the temple, 
while an ancient goat looks on sardonically. The professor 
takes up with a joyous farm girl (Catherine Rouvel) who has 
worked in his kitchen and whom he sees taking a plunge with- 
out benefit of bikini. The camera then tactfully centers on 
other charms and beauties of nature like singing birds, rippling 
brooks, an insect trembling on a leaf, and the wind soughing 
in the treetops. 

The professor throws up everything and goes to live with 
the girl's family, which is enthusiastically devoted to laziness 
and drinking wine in the vineyard. The professor is virtually 
kidnaped from his idyllic existence by his greedy cousins but 
as the whole thing is fantasy anyway, everything comes 
out well. 

In extolling the jovs of nature and the life force, M. Renoir 
is pretty convincing, and it’s a lot of fun, too nonsensical to 
be shocking. His camera is as enchantingly haphazard as his 
story; there is beautiful color befitting Renour’s artist's eye, 

ith an occasional carelessness as to focus.

THE MEMBERS of the C: 


Scout troop. were practically 
squirming with excitement. Their 
den mother was going to have a 
baby and they looked on it as if 
it were their own little brother 
or sister lt was all the more 
exciting when Mrs. Kuhl, the 
den mother went to the hospital 
on Christmas eve 

4. few days later, Eugene 
Kuhl had the unhappy task of 
explaining to family and friends 
and neighbors—and to the Cubs 
—that the baby was not like 
other babies. She had a birth 
defect—spina bifida (open spine) 
and hydrocephalus (water on 
the brain.) 

They didn't have to tell me 
what this meant,”’ Mrs. Kuhl 
recalled “I'd seen a film 
shown for March of Dimes 
workers at our mothers’ circle 
at Long School about babies 
with that defect I never 
dreamed. my baby would be one 
of them. It was a terrible ex- 
perience at first. Being Christ- 
mas eve made it even worse— 
such a happy time of year. | 
think I was in a daze for a 
long while.” 

Mrs. Phillip Weber who was 
sitting next to Mrs. Kuhl in the 
waiting room of Cardinal Glen 
non Memorial Hospital for chil- 
dren nodded sympathetically. 
Mrs. Webér and Mrs. Kuhl have 
been drawn together by com- 
mon misfortune. Lisa Weber's 
birth defect was similar to that 
of Donna Kuhl. Both sets of 
parents have two happier things 
in common, too. Medical treat- 
ment not possible a few years 
ago is now available for chil- 
dren with open spine, and the 
support of the National Foun 
dation New March of Dimes is 
helping to finance that treat- 
nent 

It has been estimated that 
250.000 children are born in the 
United States each vear with 
some significant birth defect. 
Like the treatment of polio, the 
Original and still high ranking 
purpose for which March of 
Dimes funds are used, the treat- 
ment of children with birth de- 
fects is often lengthy and costly. 


With the reduction in cases 
of polio following the Salk and 
Sabin vaccines, the March of 
Dimes has added children with 
birth defects and rheumatoid 
arthritis to its medical assist- 
ance rolls. In addition, re- 
search funds are being made 
available to study the cause 
and prevention of birth de- 
fects. 

‘‘Much discussion has gone on 
through the. vears as to what 
causes these. defects,”’ said one 
doctor, a specialist in such cases. 
‘German measles during the 
mother’s pregnancy, heredity, 
chemicals in our diet, and, more 
recently, radiation, all have been 
considered. There have been re- 
markable advances in the treat- 
ment but it’s still expensive and 
these families need all the help 
they can get. The foundation is 
to be commended for taking on 
this work.’’ 

Like polio, birth defects may 
strike any family and no family 
is prepared, either financially or 
psychologically, for the blow. 

‘Whenever you're expecting, 
you always think you're going to 
have a normal baby,” said Mrs. 
Weber, Lisa’s mother. 

The Webers, like the Kuhls, 
had two older children, a boy 
and a girl; both healthy normal 
youngsters and when Lisa was 
born on Aug. 24, 1959, they were 
totally unprepared for her ab- 
normality. 

“My husband saw her right 
away. The’ next day the doctors 
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LISA WEBER, who is being successfully treated for spina

told me. It was such shock 
that I didn’t get to see her until 
she was five days old. The open 
spine looked like a large mole 
on her back.”’

Holter valve in her head 
to take away the fluid and pre- 
vent enlargement. This new pro- 
cedure worked successfully in 
Lisa. Next her feet, right hip 
and right knee were corrected 
and now her left hip and knee 
are in the process of correction 
Io the casual observer, Lisa 
looks like a pretty, normal baby 

! who might have broken 
legs. Both legs are in casts with 
a bar stretcher holding them 

idly apart, 

“The doctors say she is bright 
for her age’’ said Mrs. Weber 
proudly,”’ and there's. a possibi- 
lity that she'll be able to walk 
some day.” 

The case of Donna Kuhl has 
been less dramatically success- 
ful but is still far more hope- 
ful than such cases would have 
been five years ago. Donna 
was born Dec. 24, 1958. Her 
parents had her christened im- 
mediately because it was uncer- 
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tain whether she would live. 


She had her first operation in 
February and the Holter valve 
was inserted. However, an in- 
fection in June necessitated the 
removal of the valve and the 
size of her head increased. 

‘She was in the hospital all 
that summer,’’ said Mrs. Kuhl. 
‘Meanwhile, my husband, a 
machinist, was on strike. We 
were nearly frantic.” 

This timé the valve stayed in 
until February and then became 
blocked. Donna went back to 
the hospital for two more 
months and two more opera- 
tions. 

“Every time the valve stopped 
the liquid built up,’’ Mrs. Kuhl 
explained. ‘‘Now the valve is 
working again and they've start- 
ed correcting her dislocated hips 
and club foot. The doctor says 
maybe some day she'll be able 
to walk. We're still hoping.” 

Today Donna looks like a doll, 
a doll with a head dispropor- 
tionately large and a body less 
co-ordinated than the average 
mobile 2-year-old but a lovable 
doll just the same.

Anemia, by definition, 
corpuscles, either in number, size or some other way. There 
are several types of anemia, and a variety of causes. 

Some cases are due, plainly and simple, to a chronic. loss 
of blood (hemorrhoids, ulcers, excessive menstrual flow, etc.) 

Other cases stem from faulty diet. Still others result from 
@ glandular disorder, as hypothyroidism. 

Chronic infection can be a factor, and sometimes blood 
disorders are the root of the trouble. There is also pernicious 
anemia, which is in a class by itself, Once a deadly disease, 
B vitamins now correct it. 


For the mild anemias, which are not uncommon 
among women, a thorough examination to determine 
the cause is apt to pay excellent dividends. If a 
chronic loss of blood can be found and corrected, the 
anemia corrects itself. If the trouble is in nutrition, 
additional iron and sometimes other medications to aid 
the absorption of the iron, are the answer. Treatments 
are also available for the more complicated anemias, 
but there’s no point in going into their technical in- 
tricacies. 

There’s nothing to be gained, and there may be a lot to 
be lost, by ignoring anemia. If nothing else, there’s the loss 
of vigor and loss of the sense of robust health over a period 
of years.

Genuine good health consists of staying vigorous and in good 
shape all the time.

ble. A sea is defined as ‘‘one of 
the larger bodies of salt water, 
less than an ocean.’’ The name 
is applied to the Black Sea and 
other inland stretches of. salt 
water, 

Despite the common use of 
“Sea” in the name of the Cas- 
pian, many geographers still 
speak of tt as a “salt lake.” 
Several other bodies of salt 
water are called “seas,” even 
though they are smaller than 
some lakes. 

The Dead Sea, on the eastern 
border of Palestine, is only a 
sixth as large as Great Salt Lake 
in Utah. Geographers in general 
say that the Dead Sea should be 
classed as a salt lake, instead 
of a sea, 

Q. What is remarkable about 
the Dead Sea? 

A. Many things! It has more 
remarkable points than any 
other small body of salt water 
on our planet. 

To the eyes of some visitors, 
the water of the Dead Sea looks 
“sparkling and beautiful.” The 
fact is that the water is thick, 
bad-tasting and too salty to 
serve as a living place for fish. 

The surface of the Dead Sea 
is a quarter of a mile below sea 
level. Parts of the bottom are 
half a mile below the level of 
the mearby Mediterranean Sea.
